‘DISCUSSION OF THE THEME 


Since its inception a decade ago, the observance of 4-H Club Sunday 
has become an increasingly significant part of the 4-H Club program in 4 
large number of States. This year, the theme, "Working together for a 
better home and world community," was given its first impetus during the 
observance of National 4~H Club Week and will continue to be the theme 
for all 4-H events during 1947 in accordance with the action taken by the 
State Club Leaders. However, the spiritual implications of this theme will 
receive special emphasis in all programs planned in relation to the obser- 
vance of 4-H Club Sunday, Many phases of the 4-H Club program may be used 
to show how the practical work in farming, homemaking, and community im- 
provement makes for the spiritual development of the individual. 


Relative to work being done for the improvement of the home community, 
a long list of activities might be cited. Such activities might well in- 
clude general beautification of the homes of a community; sponsorship of 
the hot lunch at school; upkeep of church and school grounds; planting of 
shade and fruit trees: distribution of milk at school; starting of a com- 
munity library; damming of streams to create community fishponds and 
recreation grounds; cooperation with local fire departments; repair of 
fences, buildings, and roadways; training of guide dogs for the blind; 
testing of local water supplies; and removal of safety and health hazards 
as well as other similar social and civic improvements. 


The desire to study and understand neople and conditions beyond the 
home community has led to many 4-H Club activities that make a good be- 
ginning for discussion of ways of working together far a better world 
community. Such activities during the past year have included sending 
gifts of clothing, food, and money to those in distress in lands across 
the seas; corresponding with young people in many of these countries; 
financing the education of a few young people in this country; as well 
as giving aid and comfort in other Christian sharing ways. <All such 
activities are leading to a better understanding and friendlier rela- 
tionships with the peoples of distant lands. 
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Because of such worth-while activities, many church organizations 
are increasingly cooperating with leaders of the 4-H Clubs to the. ,end . 
that more:young people may be reached and guided to- fuller lives in 
keeping with their own best selves, Club’ ‘leadérs also deem it important 
that all young people be encouraged to identify themselves with those 
institutions that stand for the high gigs of a commni ty, such as the 
church and the school. ? 

In the observance of 4-H Club Sunday, members are always encouraged 
to attend the church of their own choice. At that time their attention 
can well be directed to the development of their own spiritual lives--so 
well expressed in the recent Children's Uharter, "For every child, spirit- 
val and moral training to help him stand firm under the pressures of life." 
For it is this individual spiritual development that is the crucial factor 
in ‘carrying a veople through triumphantivy in any crisis which unites them 
in working earnestly together for a better home and world community.

Other forms of observance may include a 4-H sunrise or 4-H senset 
service in some scenic setting; a 10- to 15-minute church period 
given over to the 4-H community club for special contributions of 
members; a similar period during the Sunday school hour; or a special 
service featuring the plow in keeping with the ancient English cere- 
mony. On such occasions, aporovriate hymns may be used -- hymns that 
are great and have done much to develop the spiritual ideals and 
stamina of this Nation. Young people might well be encouraged to 


become familiar with such hymns and to appreciate their worth and 
significance. :
